Tramp Reappoared :n East St Louis 
and the Lad’s Mother at Once 
Procured a Warrant fer 
His Arrest. 


Three years have elapsed since the dis- 
appearance of Willie Vollmer, aged 13, 
from his home in Mast St. Louis. 

The arrest Peter See, a ‘tramp butch- 
er, by the East Side authorities yester- 
day, on a warrant charging him with kid- 
napping young Vollmer, ts the first step 
toward the solving of the mysterious ab- 
sence of the boy from his home. 

There have been no definite tidings 
Willie since he went away three years 
ago this month, His mother long since 
concluded ne was dead. His father died a 
few months after his son’s disappearance 
and the mother remarried. There is a sue- 
picion that the boy has been murdered. 

In October, 1895, Peter, the prisoner, 
performing menial service around 
premises of Vendelin Vollmer, father of 
Willie. who kept a saloon in East St 
Louis, on Illinois avenue, near Ninth 
street. See had been working for Volimer 
but a few days when he disappeared. He 
told some of his friends that he was go- 
ng to Hillsboro, Ill., to work for Leopold

The same evening See left Vollmer’se Wil- 
lie disappeared from home with $18, which 
he stole from his father’s till. ; 

See’ does not aeny that the boy left East 
St. Louis with him. He says they trampea 
together to a little railroad town between 
Litchfield ahd Springfield, Ill., where both 
secured work at corn- -husking on separate 
farms. They were a week or ten days on 
the road, in the meantime etopp.ng at 
Troy, Highmnd and severala 
other little way stations on the railroad 
and sometimes taking the country roads. 

See says he can not remember the name 
of the town nor the name of. tbe railroad 
on which it was located where he and the 
boy hired out to the farmers. His story 
is that he endeavored to prevent the boy 
from leaving home, but tat his persuas‘ons 
were unavailing.

One lifebeat has landed sixteen surviv- 
ors of the Mohegan at Falmouth, and it fs 
announced from Port Houstock, Cornwall, 
that 45 survivors have been landed by the 
life savers of that place. 

Five dead bodies have 
ered. 

Fourteen members of the crew of the Mo- 
hegan have been found alive on the focks. 

The Mohegan was formerly the Cleopa- 
tra of the Wilson and Furness-Leyland 
Line. She jeft London for New York on 
Thursday, having on board, so far as can 
be ascertained at pres. nt, 59 passengers 
and a crew of 115 officers and men. 

When the steamer was seen to be in 
distress, lifeboats put off from the shore 
and every effort possible was made to save 
the passengers. The coast at this point ts 
extremely dangerous and has been the 
scene of numerous wrecks. 

The general opinion at present is that 
the machinery of the Mohegan became dis- 
abled during the heavy easterly gale which 
was blowing and that she ran ashore and 
| foundered. 

A number of tugs which put out from

The journey of President McKinley is in sharp contrast to 
that of the Emperor William. 

The President travels with little or no ostentation, with no 
ceremonies except those of democratic simplicity. He is sur- 
rounded only by the civil servants of the Government and 
private citizens, and is approached and greeted by anybody 
and everybody. Livery circumstance of his journey testifies that 
he is a member of the community, and his temporary pre- 
eminence is that of first servant of the people, to whom he 
must look for his authority. 

The Emperor is surrounded by soldiers of high rank. His 
progress is attended with all the pomp and circumstance of 
militarism. Civilians are conspicuous ,by their absence and 
every precaution which can be suggested by fear and pride is 
taken to keep the people at a distance. He is not one of the 
people, but thelr master, and, notwithstanding constitutional 
forms, he relies upon his army as the support of his throne. 

The contrast is striking and instructive. It is an object les- 
fon in the advantages of free government. It ought to sug- 
gest reflections to the public men of Europe, who have per- 
euaded themselves that America is the great terror of the 
future.

FACTION OR A CUNNING PLOT? 


Senator Foraker’s announcement that he will oppose the oc- 
cupation of Cuba after the war is notice of a coming row in 
the Republican camp.

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ELIMINATING THE CONTRACTOR. 


Under the stimulus of the strike, the Municipal Council of 
Paris have cancelled all contracts for city work, and will at- 
tempt to complete the unfinished contracts by the direct em- 
ployment of labor. This may not have any effect upon the 
strike, but the fact that large numbers of workmen em- 
ployed by city contractors struck will probably hasten the 
movement, which is becoming popular, to eliminate the con- 
tractor, wherever possible, from municipal undertakings. 

Thia movement is growing rapidly in English cities. A 
recent report of the Board of Works of the city of London 
shows that of eight important ‘works commenced under direct 
employment sinee that system was begun, all had been car- 
ried out within the estimate, at a total saving of about 
$25,000 over Contract labor. Jobbing works carried out during 


the half year also showed @ saving of $10,000 over contract 


prices. The whole showed that there had been a gain of 
17 per cent to the public on the half year’s working. 

As this has been accomplished without wage disputes, the 
wages paid being at union rates, all parties except the con- 
tractors are well satisfied.

BACK FROM FORMER 
COLLECTORS. 


THERE ARE FIVE OF THEM. 


Five of Them Will Be Requested to 
Disgorge $8000 of Ex- 
cess Fees, 


BLOOMINGTON, Il., Oct. 15.—Legal 
papers are being prepared by a local at- 
torney to collect what are alleged to be 
excess fees secured by collectors for the 
Township of Bloomington, running back 
for a number of years. Under the statute 
it is claimed that the Township Collector 
is allowed to receive fees only to the 
amount of $1500 as his compensation for the 
work of co.lecting the taxes, while it is 
that all the collectors for many 
years have secured from $1000 to $1400 each 
year in excess of that amount. It is to 
secure this excess that the suits wiil be 
brought, and if successful the township 
treasury will be enriched to the extent of 
at least $8000, The papers are already pre- 
pared io be serv on five of the co.lectors, 
and it is probaDle that the demand for 
restitution will extend back even farther, 
as no statute of limitat.on exists in cuses 
of this k.nd. 

The persons who will be called upon to 
defend the first batch of suits instituted 
are: John R. Stone, colector in 188 and 
svi: Fred L. Hartiey, in 1892 and 1893; Jo- 
seph King, in 189 and 1895; Oscar Guthrie, 
in 1896, and K. Calhoun, in 1897. The 
dates refer to the taxes of the years 
named. The sults are brought on behaif 
of the people by the paths supervisor. 
The attorney for the townsh.p said yes- 
terday that the law was so plain that he 
had no doubt about the outcome of the 
lit:gation. In case the collectors cannot be 
reaned their bondsmen will be heid re- 
sponsible. The papers will be filed in a 
few days and the beginning of the suits 
will create considerable gurprise and some 
consternation. It has been tacitly under- 
stood for years that the collector was en- 
titled to a fixed per cent commission re- 
gardiess of the sum it might assume in 
the aggregate. The recent action by the 
city aiong the same line has led to an in- 
vestigation of the subject by the township 
officials with the foregoing result. 

It is understood that Mr. Caihoun, the 
last collector, has decided to refund the 
excess commission without a contest.

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INDICTMENTS ON THAT CHARGE 
FOUND AGAINST TWO CITI- 
ZENS OF BELLEVILLE. 


THEY SAY IT !S POLITICAL. 


Attorney Webb ani Dr Heeley Vigor- 
ously Deny the Allegations 
Made Against Them. 


Thomas M. Webb, a prominent attorvury, 
and Dr. Db. Cc. Heeley, a_ well-known 
practitioner, both of Belleville, were in- 
dicted by the S&t. Clair County grand 
jury late Friday afternoon. They are 
charged with attempting to bribe. 

The indictment states the offense to have 
been cdémmitted between June 7 and June 
®, 1808, Elijah Cannaday, a Justice of the 
Peace of Helleville, is the offictal upon 
whom the attempt is alleged to have been 


made, 

The indictment read that the two men, 
“withintent to influence the act, judgment 
and decision of said Cannaday in a suit 
wherein the Western Brewery Co. was 
plaintiff and Adam Maurer defendant,offer- 
ed to said Cannaday a bribe to induce him 
to decide said case in favor of the Western 
Brewery Co., and against said Adam Mau- 
rer.” 

Mr. Webb was the attorney of the West- 


ern Brewery Co. in the litigation. Dr. 
lieeley appears to have had no interest in 
the case beyond his friendship for Webb. 

The circumstances under which the at- 
tempt was made cannot be told with eXx- 
actness, The Justice deciines to discuss the 
matter Mr, Webb denies that a@ny such 
atiempt was made. 

The sult was a part of the litigation be- 
iween the Western Brewery Co. and Adam 
Gintz. The brewery company had leased 
ali the buildings owned by Gintz. The one 
on the tublic square, occupied by Maurer, 
was one of them. A dispute arose between 
the brewery company and Gintz about re- 
— Gintz arbitrarily canceled’ the 
eases, 

It had been a condition of the lease to 
Maurer that he should use Western Brew- 
ery becr. When the leases were canceled 
Maurer ceased using Western Brewery 
beer. The suit was brought to recover 
damages equivalent to the profits lost 
40 the brewery company by reason of the 
stoppage. The amount directly involved 
was not large, but it was a test case. 

When the case was heard Justice Can- 
Mmaday took it under advisement, While he 
Was considering it he says he was “‘la- 
bored Mr. Webb and by Dr. 
liecley. 

Mr. Webb admits that he talked to the 
oo and states that Dr. Heeley took 
iim riding, but denies that any attempt 
Was made to procure a decision by the of- 
fer of reward. 

From the fact that 
turned the indictments it 
Justice Cannaday testified 
snoney were made to him. 

Friends of Justice Cannady say that no 
eum of money was mentione d to him, but 
that he was given to understand it wouid 
be to his financial interest to decide the 
case in favor of Mr. Webb's clients. An 
unconfirmed report is that he would have 
received $200 if he had done as he was re- 
quested to do. 

Mr. Webb declares that he ts the victim 
. of a political scheme, the design of which 
je to affect the candidacy of his brother, 
Charlies, for the county judgship on the 
Democratic ticket. 

“The presentment was made, I under- 
@iand,”’ he said, “by Adam Gintz and Adam 
Maurer. They were not after me at all. 
They wanted revenge on some other per- 
sone. The matter was first taken up two 
weeks ago. The grand jury waa about to 
ignore the bill, when some Republican poll- 
ticlans got wind of it and got an indict- 
ment returned against me for political pur- 

oses. I am not in any way, shape or 
orm guilty. I shall request that the case 
be immediately eet for trial so that the 
peeps may know quickly whether I am 
guilty of the charge. If I am given a trial 
at once I will surely be vindicated. 

“When the justice had the case under 
ndvisement he was subjected to a good 
deal of pulling and hauling by several per- 
gons, but no offer of a bribe was made. 

“TT said to him once: ‘If it is an eyen 
break, give us the benefit of the doubt.’ 
That was not an offer of a bribe. I have 
made the same appeal in court. 

“The Justi¢te was taken out riding by Dr. 
Heeley, but I am sure there was no offer 
of a bribe by him.’’ 

Mr. Webb came to Belleville three years 
ago with his brother Charles from Frank- 
lin County. His father is a ‘hotel-keeper 
of Mount Vernon. 

The two young men were somewhat pre- 
tentious and made an impression. ey 
fecured a good many cases and won most 
of them. 

Dr. Heeley could not be seen Saturday, 
but he is understood to also enter a com- 
piete denial of the charge.

Presi€ent McKinley and his party left St. 
Lou.s at 10 o’clock Friday night by way 
of the Vandalia Railroad after nearly 13 
hours of sight-seeing and receptions. 

Their destination was Terre Haute, Ind., 
where they arrived at 8:30 o'clock Saturday 
morning. From Terre Haute to Decatur, 
Ill., from Decatur to Springfield and from 
Springfield to Chicago completes the itiner- 
ary for the day. 


The carriage ride Friday afternoon lasted 
from 3 o'clock until 6:30. The route was 
changed from that originally mapped out. 
Whether the changes were improvements is 
@ matter of taste. The revised route carried 
the President over some choice dirt roads, 
by a variety of brickyards and manufactur- 
ing planta and through two or three squalid 
neighborhoods. It also took h!m through a 
beautiful residence section and gave him an 
opportunity to see Forest and Tower Grove 
Parks and Shaw’s Gardens. 

The route from Broadway was out Olive, 
Fifteenth, Locust, Teresa and Bell to Grand 
avenue, where it was thought a stop would 
be made at the High School. The stop was 
not made, although a big crowd had as- 
sembled to welcome the Chief Executive. 

Proceeding out Cook avenue to Vandeven- 
ter avenue the procession turned into Van- 
deventer place and after go.ng through it, 
went south on Grand avenue to L.ndell 
boulevard and on Lindell to Forest .Park. 
Passing around by the deer park the proces- 
sion visited the Mounted Police Station and 
drove through the stables. Leaving the 
park at the Bates statue the party drove 
south on King’s highway to Tower Grove 
Park and switched off at Tower Grove ave- 
rue to visit Shaw's Gardens. After a stay 
of three minutes in the gardens the party 
drove back to Tower Grove Park and 
through it to Grand avenue. 

A stop was made at Memorial Home, 
where Jack Haynes, aged ill. years, the 
oldest soldier in the United States, was 
brought out and introduced to the Presi- 
dent. 


Mr. McKinley talked kindly to the old man 
and gave him a bouquet. Andrew Jackson 
was the only other President Mr. Haynes 
ever shook hands with. 


The route back to the Southern Hotel was 
over Hawthorne boulevard, Compton, La- 
fayette, Mississippi and Chouteau avenues 
and Broadway. The entire route was about 
15 miles long. 


The President was given a rest until 
about 8 o’clock, when he was driven to the 
Exposition. An immense crowd was as- 
sembiled there to see him. The programme 
was for him to yisit the Coliseum first, 
hear a few selections by Sousa’s Band, 
and let the people look at him, but make 
no speech. The talking was to be done in 
Music Hall, which was crowded to its ut- 
most capacity. 

His Excellency punctured the programme 
here, as he had in other places earlier in 
the day. He was introduced to the crowd 
in the Coliseum by Clark H. Sampson and 
spoke for about five minutes. He re- 
ferred pleasantly to his former visits to 
St. Louls and devoted the remainder of 
his remarks to congratulating the people 
on the prosperity of the nation. He did 
not touch upon the question of expansion. 

From the Coliseum he -entered Music 
Hall from the rear of the stage. He shook 
his head when asked to speak there, and 
responded to the enthusiastic plaudits of 
the assembled thousands merely by bow- 
ing and smiling. 


It was explained afterward that the 
President had a cold, which developed af- 
ter he spoke in the Coliseum. 

After passing through Music Hall the 
President and his party re-entered their 
carriages and were driven to Union Sta- 
tion. They went at once to their train, and 
in a few minutes were steaming away 
from 8t. Louis. 

The President had a hard day of it, and 
those who were with him throughout the 
time he spent in St. Louis reaHzed that 
even the pleasure parties of the first citi- 
zen of this nation are fraught with work

On the Presi- 
dent’s left, in order, were payer Ziegen- 
hein, Secretary Gage and D. M. Houser, 
with Secretary Bliss at the end. 

The menu was an elaborate one for a 
luncheon, but the President ate very epar- 
ingly. While others at his and other ta- 
bles were eating with the appetites of 
hungry men and women he passed many 
of the delicacies by with hardly a taste. 
He drank none of the wine that was 
served, 
water. 

He passed much time leaning back in 
his chair, in’ conversation with either Col. 
Fordyce on his right or Mayor Ziegenhein 
on his left. Col. Fordyce told_ several 
clever stories which made the President 
laugh heartily. 

He was, of course, the cynosure of all 
eyes, but seemed unconscious of the fact 
and ate and talked and laughed as unaf- 
fectedly as though in his own dining room 
at the White House. 

Half an hour before the luncheon was 
over he and Mayor Ziegenhein left the ta- 
ble and made their way to the President's 
Betyase room. Secretaries Gage, BI 8s, 
mith and Wilson stayed the luncheon out, 


Few persons who saw the Sresident on 
the balcony at the So.uthern, in the car- 
riage and at the Exposition, moving about 
freely and In full view, knew how carefully 
he was being guardc«cd by the police and 
detectives. From the moment when he 
stepped from the train at Union Station, 
and St. Louis became responsible for his 
safety and well-being, until he boarded it 
to depart, there was not a moment when 
the faithful guard of honor was not watch- 
ing over him: 

At the Southern Hotel luncheon Chief 
Desmond sat at a table not.a dozen feet from 
the President. At the next table sat Chief 
Campbell Capt. Reynolds and Capt. Young. 
Capt. O’Malley patroWed the hallway out- 
side. Detectives Guion, Lally and Tucker 
of the guard of honor were at a table about 
the centcr of the room. Patrolman Dowd- 
all, in new uniform and white kid gloves, 
was on guard in the hallway. 

When the President was on the balcony 
the silent, watchful detectives were nea 
him. Chief Desmond never lost sight of 
him, and was at his elbow most of the 
time. The Chief and his detectives were, 
of course, in plain clothes and the'r pres- 
ence caused no comment, because few of 
the general public knew who they were. 
But if there were any would-be evildoers 
in the many crowds that the Pres‘dent en- 
countered, any persons who wished him 
ill, they knew that he was guarded by 
the cat-like vigilance of the quick Billy 
Desmond and the men under him. 

During the carriage arive in. the after 
noon the guard was in a carriage next 
that of the President.
